W adsworih national service bill was 
introduced.

County Liquor Bill 
I* Not A cceptable 


DISPATCHES from Annapolis have re- 
1 ated that Delegate J Milton Dick, of this 
county, has again Introduced an alcoholic 
beverage bill sim ilar to that, which he In­ 
troduced in the General 
Assembly 
two 
years ago which properly was rejected. 
The measure as then introduced would 
have provided a liquor control board and s 
county dispensary system to supplant the 
existing 
setup whereby liquor and beer 
licenses are granted bv the circuit court 
under various restrictions and with lim i­ 
tations as to the number of licenses that 
m ay be Issued in ratio to the population, 
m any of which restrictions and lim itations 
were lacking In the proposed measure The 
present bill is substantially the sam e with 
the county dispensary system elim inated 
and with 
the same unlim ited 
authority 
g ven the board to issue licences. 
W hen the measure was Introduced two 
years ago as House Bill No. 679, the News 
declared It to be ' wholly unacceptable to 
the people of this county, In the opinion 
of this newspaper ” Despite the elim ination 
Toted, the News believes that is the case 
today. 
"Ore reason why it should be rejected,” 
this newspaper said at the tim e, (March 
19 
19411 “is that it has been brought to 
public attention within a short time of the 
r osing days of a regular session of the 
General Assembly when the usual legisla­ 
tive Jam is beginning to get under way, 
thus giving legislators ln.sufTiclent time in 
which to consider the m erits and demerits 
of the proposed changes. 
By reason of Its 
im portance to a large county such as this. 
s 
measure so radical In scope deserves 
more consideration than the tim e avail­ 
able would provide. Also citizens generally 
have not had the opportunity to exam ine 
and discuss the various details, which they 
should by ail m eans have 
Thux, with re­ 
spect to the time elem ent, the proposal 
takes on the nature of an enforced swal­ 
lowing which Is not fair to either legisla­ 
tors or people ” 
The sam e tactics have been followed 
with n apect to the reintroduced measure, 
and those < observations obtain with equal 
force at present 
For another thing.” the .Votes pointed 
md two years 
ago, 
“the 
transition 
of 
licensing authority from the court to a 
board, appointed in the first Instance by a 
few legislators and thereafter by the board 
of county com m issioners, with promiscuous 
licensing privileges open for any and all 
comers, would on the face of It be trans­ 
ferring the operation of the liquor laws in 
this county to s sort of political football 
wherein discrim inations and abuses would 
In all probability be more num erous than 
the bill Is ostensibly designed to cure, and 
likely even worse things could be engender­ 
ed. . . . 
"One reason advanced for the proposed 
measure, in fact the principal argum ent in 
Its behalf. Is that under the existing system 
the liquor and saloon laws In the county 
h ive not been enforced; but the records do 
r.o* bear out that contention, these show ­ 
ing that com plaints of liquor violations in 
the county have been very few during the 
I,.-r two years 
At the last sitting of the 
grand Jury where com plaints may be free- 
!v made bv any citizen, only two indict­ 
m ents were returned for liquor law viola­ 
tions ” 
That condition continues to obtain in 
\llegany county 
For still another thing, the V ein point­ 
ed out thai it could not be reasonably ex- 
pected that a Democratic governor would 
affix his signature to a measure providing 
for a liquor control board which would not 
provide a minority representation in its 
momber'-hip. 
In that light, an attem pt to 
role a radical measure through in the clos­ 
ing days of a legislature was held futile. 
lr would probably be Just as futile today 
' The 
proposal 
may 
have 
been 
ad­ 
vanced In all 
incerlty.” the News stated. 
‘ with the ob J em of improving the situation 
h ire in this county 
but so far as this 
r W'paper believes, it U"quite unsatisfac­ 
tory to the people of this county who have 
bren found to believe 
as this newspaper 
believes that a more careful study should 
b 
allowed on a change of Mich radical ex-

the added reason *hat the salaries provided 
f- r the proposed county board <$4 son a 
»r> would be an added experu-e which 
annot be afforded at present.

stantial as well as fair tax reduction in 
netter manner than

The governor has promised the people 
bv wav of the radio that he will continue 
bis efforts toward reducing the state real 
estate tax 
with the Idea of abolishing It 
entirely 
The promise is all to the good 
and it Is hoped that perform ance can be 
made to comport with It. 
One way to re­ 
duce realty rates is by actually reducing 
‘hem, and not by utilizing the subterfuge 
of taking from a piled-up surplus moneys 
for credit against realty tax rates, or other­ 
wise shifting state funds in order to reach 
the objective in a roundabout manner. 
It may be granted that the governor 
has the right Idea about the property tax. 
which has been too burdensome for amlong 
time, but if he could only find the method 
and the means of effecting it directly, his 
promises would be more happily received. 
U nless som ething more 
definite is pro­ 
duced. it may take another governor of 
another political faith to bring about the 
tax reform so long overdue in Maryland.

If now, a still further sixteen per 
cent rise in crop prices is brought 
about by the pending bill in Con­ 
gress, the present dem and of the 
labor leaders would be Justified— 
and very quickly followed by de­ 
m and for vet more. 
It works the other way. too. Rise 
of wages in industry would m ean 
rise of casts to farm ers. For rise of 
wages in industry would oblige fa r­ 
mers to pay higher wages to their 
own workers.
